Our System of Education :

The whole system is now in the melting- 
pot, and a unique opportunity existe for estab- 
lishing a sounder and saner system of educa- 
tion than this country ever has had.

- principles of me-making and home-keeping, 
as part and parcel of her education—the prac- 
tical side as well as the theoretical. 

Everything relating to he health and 
hygiene, sick-nursing and the care of children 
ó the infant upwards—is taught to girls 
of maturer years with elaborate care; so that 
they are real ‘little mothers’’ before even 
they have left school. How often has a mother

~~ PIN MONEY. | 


WOMEN SAVE MORE 
THAN MEN. 


ATURALLY every woman is interested 

in the subject of pin money. The term 

originated from medieval times when 
pins first became popular. These necessities of 
a woman's comfort were an expensive luxury 
in those days, and a special allowance was 
made by the head of the house to his women 
folk for indulging in this particular fancy. 

This allowance was called pin money. 
Though we still talk of pin money, its mean- 
ing has altered: it now embraces the entire 
needs of a woman's wardrobe. 

There have been many changes for the 
better with regard to women’s status since the 
days of the costly pin. And there is room for 
still more even now. In a recent article in 
one of the leading newspapers appeared the 
following :—‘‘ Women nowadays are quite 
equal to managing a banking account. ' This 
is a very comforting statement to read, and 
must have brought many a smile to the 
average woman who chanced to read it. 

It seems to infer that to manage a banking 
account is something wonderful for the 
modern woman. To be allowed to do so is still 
more wonderful, considering the past, and, 
alas! in many cases, the present, treatment of 
women with regard to money matters. 

The idea of being able to manage a banking 
account does not bring a derisive smile to a 
woman's face so much as the fact that until 
recently (except in a few cases) she was never 
allowed to have a banking account to manage. 


Wife’s Banking Account. 

In the same article also appeared: ‘‘ Then 
there is a new phehomenon—the wife with the 
banking account.” From this one will natu- 
rally begin to take heart and will imagine 
that at last we are beginning to live in an 
enlightened age. But in the very next sentence 
the gilt is all taken off, for we read : 
‘* Husbands find it much more convenient to 
give their wives their allowances .. . . opening 
banking accounts for them.” 

So it is not because women are clever enough 
to manage a banking account that they are 
allowed such a privilege, but because by so 
doing the husband's convenience is bettered. 
It is indeed lucky that in this one by-way of 
life’s problems the wife’s convenience tallies 
with the husband's convenience. . 

All husbands are not in a position to open 
banking accounts for their wives, but where 
possible they should do so,-if only for their 
own sakes. Not only will their convenience 
benefit, but their pockets also; for if a woman 
has the responsibility of her own banking 
account she knows exactly how she stands. 

Knowing the money to be in her charge, 
and viewing it from the standpoint of her 
very own, she will spend it with extra care 
and make it go twice as far than if it is doled 
out grudgingly and erratically by a husband 
who at one time may be in an over-generous 
mood and at another in an over-stingy one. 

Yet one more quotation from the same in- 
teresting article: “ Women wage-earners. . . 
save much more of their money proportionately 
than men.” This statement is confirmed by 
the annual report just published by the 
Bankers’ Clearing House. " 

If women are acknowledged in the daily 
Press to be more careful with money than 
men, it is high time that wives’ banking 
accounts should not be “the new phenomenon”’ 
of the day, as it is publicly acknowledged to 
be, but should, where possible, become the 
common, ordinary occurrence of daily life.

For the icing and decoration take 4 ib. of 
icing sugar, 2 tablespoonfuls of strong cold 
coffee, 4 oz. crystallised violets, and 4 oz. of 
crystallised rose leaves. 

Cream the margarine and sugar together, 
add the slightly ten yolks of the eggs, 
mix in the stiffly beaten -whites of eggs 
alternately with small portions of flour, and 
add the baking powder. Half-fill diamond or 
oval-shaped tins, previously buttered, and 
bake in a moderate oven for about ten 
minutes. 

Let the cakes cool a little, and while doing 
so warm the icing sugar and coffee ro 
gently, beating the mixture until it is smoot 
and creamy, and ur it over the cakes. 
Break the violets into two or three pieces 
and crush the rose leaves; ornament each 
cake with a little oy " of these, and leave 
to become firm. e 
eaten absolutely fresh. 

To make the prettiest rose cakes prepare 
a similar mixture, and add a few drops of 
cochineal, so that it is coloured a pale pink. 
Bake very lightly, so that they are not dis- 
coloured. Ice with thick white icing, and 
form. a rose on each with rose leaves and 
angelica. The icing is made by boiling 
together 4 lb. of icing sugar and 1} table- 
spoonfuls of water.

NOMINEES, 


HEATED DISCUSSION.

The elections in connection with the Dublin 
fort and Docks Board will take place to-day. 

At yesterday 's meeting of the Dublin Cor- 
poration, Mr. J. J. Murphy proposed that the 
Corporation’s six votes be given to the follow- 
ing candidates:—Messrs. L. J. Callow, 
Thomas J. Geary, John J. Higgins, J. P. 
McCabe (Blackrock), and Michael J. Staines, 
T.D. i 

Mr. T. Farren proposed an amendment that 
the name of Mr. Charles McGloughlin be sub- 
stituted for that of Mr. McCabe. 

Alderman O'Toole seconded the amendment, 
which on a vote was adopted by 20 votes 
to 14, 

Mr. Mahon moved that the following six 
members be appointed to serve, with the 
Lord Mayor, upon the Port and Docks Board: 
Alderman A. yrne, Alderman William 
O'Brien, Councillors T. Lyons, T. O'Loughlin, 
J. Farrell, and Dowling. 

Mr. Murphy seconded. 

Mr. P. T. Daly said that before the appoint- 
ments were made they should have the Law 
Agent's opinion as to whether they were en- 
titled now to make these appointments. He 
understood that the elections to public bodies 
were postponed till next June or July. If that 
were so, he doubted whether that Council 
would be in a correct position in nominating 
people for election covering a period of three 
vears when that Council had only a life of 
six months. 

The Law Agent (Mr. Rice) said that he was 
not aware that this bill of Dail Eireann had 
yet become law, but even if it were actually 


in force it would be no bann if the appoint- | 


ments were made, because in that event the 
appointments would be nullified. 

Mrs. Wyse Power said that the Port and 
Docks Board was not referred to in the bill. 

Mr. Daly said that if the elections were held 
next June there would be changes in the 
personnel of that Council. He did not think 
t was right that that Council should proceed 
to elect people who might hold office after 
next July. He moved that the persons be- 
longing to that Council and acting on the Port 
and Docks Board be continued in office until 
such time as an election takes place, and that 
after the new Council is elected it may appoint 
its representatives. 

Mr. Maxwell Lemon seconded the amend- 
ment. 

The Law Agent said that the hill provided 
that the Corporation shou!d appoint six mem- 
bers every three years to act on the Port and 
Docks Board. . 


** LOOT AND GRAFT.” 


Mr. J. Lawlor said that he did not con- 
sider that al] the members of the Corporation 
who had been on the Port Board during the 
last three years had been acting in the best 
interests of the citizens. He could only say 
that the machinery of the Corporation had to 
a large extent been vsed to make it possible to 
carry out a system of loot. 

There were loud protests and cries of 
** Withdraw.”’ and the Chairman said that he 
could not allow the use of that expression. 

Mr. Lawlor—I am prepared, if called upon, 
to prove. it. 

Several women at the rear of the room 
shouted out expressions approving of Mr. 


_ Lawlor’s statement. 


An amendment was proposed to substitute 
Councillor Paul for Councillor Lyons. 

The Chairman asked Mr. Lawlor to with- 
draw the expression. 

Mr. Lawlor said that he was willing to sub- 
stitute the word “ graft’’ for *‘ loot.’’ 

After further protests from members, Mr. 
Lawlor, speaking amid applause from the 
gallery, said that he would not withdraw the 
had ammunition there 
(holding up a bundle of papers) which would 
damn every member of that Council. 

The Chairman said that he was anxious to 
get on with the business, but in fairness to his 
colleagues he asked Mr. Lawlor to withdraw 
the statement he had made. 

Mr. O'Flanagan said that the matter had 
dropped. = 

The Chairman—It has not dropped; *t is a 
very serious matter. 

Mr. Maxwell Lemon said that as an alterna- 
tive to withdrawal Mr. Lawlor shonld be 
asked to prove his words. 

Mr. Lawlor—Mr. Chairn.an, I will prove 
a lot more than this Coyncil is anxious to hear 
before the matter is over. 

Mr. Murphy said that Mr. J.awlor hed made 
a grave statement with regard to the Corpora. 
tion representatives on the Port and Docks 
Board, and he shovld either withdraw that 
statement or prove it. 

The Chairman—That is the one point I 
wanted to get. and I think I am entitled to 
insist that Mr. Lawlor should withdraw the 
statement. It is not fair to our members on 
the Port and Docks Board. Mav I take it 
that Mr. Lawlor withdraws the statement so 
far as it refers to the Port and Docks Board * 

Mr. Lawlor—I did not make any statement 
with reference to the Port and Docks Board. 
I made the statement in a general way. 

The discussion then dropped. 

The amendment to substitute the name of 
Mr. William Paul for that of Mr. Lyons as a 
member of the Port and Docks Board was 
carried hy 28 votes to 11. 

A further amendment to substitute the name 
of Mr. P. T. Daly for the name of Mr. 
Dowling was carried bv 25 votes to 15.

THE DUBLIN FIRE 
TRAGEDY. - 

HOW FIVE VICTIMS 
WERE TRAPPED. 


DANGER OF PARAFFIN 
IN SHOPS, 


CORON ERANDTHE NEED 
OF LICENCES,

At Jervis Street Hospital, Dublin, yester- 
day, Dr. Louis Byrne held an inquest on Mrs. 
Christina Fennell (24), Harry Fennell (2), 
Edward Fennell (5 months), Mrs. Teresa 
Brophy (49), and Bridget Brophy (15), who 
were burned to death in the fire which took 
place at 131 Summerhill, Dublin, on Sunday 
night. 

Mr. T. F. Burke appeared for the Dublin 
Corporation, and Inspector D, O'Connell re 
presented the police. 

The Coroner said that the case was a most 
lamentable one. It was one of the most 
serious calamities which had occurred in the 
city for some time. : 

Dr. J. L. Keegan attributed death in each 
case to asphyxia, g sn! extensive burns. 

In reply to Mr. Burke, he said that Mrs. 
Fennell appeared to have been suffocated be- 
fore being burned, and might have been in- 
capable of giving any alarm. 


SHOPKEEPER’S EVIDENCE. 


James Ward, an inmate of the hospital, 
who was brought in on a stretcher, said that 
he occupied the shop and parlour at 131 
Summerhill. At about 8.30 o'clock on Sun- 
day evening he was in the shop with a boy. 
Two boys ran by and threw two squibs. 
One was thrown on to the floor and went 
out. Another went over the oil and set it 
on fire. 

He tried to pull the can away, but it turned 
over, took fire, and burned his legs. A 
national soldier ran in and took off his coat 
to put out the fire. Everywhere witness went 
he brought the flames with him. 

To Mr. Burke—The oil was in a storage 
tank. The squib set fire to the wallpaper be- 
hind the tank. In trying to move the tank 
the oil spilled out. He ad no other oil in 
the place. . 

The boy who was in the shop got out *y 
the front door. The national soldier took 
witness out. 

Mrs. Fennell lived in the top back and 
Mrs. Brophy in the top front. Mr. Keogh 
occupied both drawingrooms. Witness’s wife 
was away in the country at the time. The 
alarm was given promptly. 

To a juror—The squib was an ordinary 
one. i 
The juror—The reason | ask is because 
there is a new kind of squib, which is most 
dangerous. It can be thrown a long way, 
and still remain lighting. 

To the Coroner—It was not necessary to 
take out a licence to keep lamp oil. 


WATER SPREADS FLAMES. 

John Keogh, who lived at 151 Summerhill, 
with his wife and four children, said that on 
Sunday night he was in his room, when his 
wife told him that there was a fire. She 
threw a bucket of water down th: stairs, but 
the flames got worse. He called for help 
from the windows. 

Two strange men took off a top coat and 
told witness to “fire out one by one.” Wit- 
ness’s wife was rescued from the stairs by 
two men. Witness made a dash for 
stairs, which were collapsing, and was 
knocked back by a gush of paraffin. He tried 
again, but was knock back once more. 
Finally, he managed to overcome the flames 
and cet into the street. In doing so he got 
his head burnt. 

The people upstairs were shouting from the 
windows. He did not hear Mrs. Fennell 
calling at all. He got out of the house he- 
fore tho Fire Brigade arrived. 

It would be imvossible for anyone to come 
down after he left. It would be mor 
accurate to say thdt he fell down the stairs. 
The children got out safely, except for some 
scratches. i 

Mr. Burke, on behalf of the Corporation, 
said that he had been asked to get evidence 
that would throw some light on this deplor- 
able matter. The Fire Brigade had promptly 
answered the call, and*he would ask Station 
Officer Barry and Lieutenant Power to 
describe their experiences. 


RESCUE WORK. 

Patrick Barry, station officer at Buckingham 
street Fire Station. said that he received an 
alarm from the ‘‘buzzer”’ at the corner of 
Gardiner street at 8.40 p.m. He went to the 
scene of the fire with the aerial ladder and 
four men. When he got there the whole house 
was in flames. The crowd shouted to go to 
Langrishe place. 

The whole front of the shop was gone. The 
house was a corner one. He brought the 
escape into Langrishe place. After sending a 
message for more help, he assisted in extend- 
ing the ladder. Three firemen went up and 
brought down a woman and three children. 

After taking these people down, witness was 
asked for a jump sheet. There was no shout- 
ing from the top back room, nor was there 
anyone in it. 

Meanwhile, the other escape had arrived, 
and witness was left in charge of the second 
line of hose in Langrishe place. 

Lieutenant John Power, of the Central 
Station, Tara street, said that on arrival at 
131 Summerhill the shop front was in flames. 
They could see the reflection of a fire in the 
top front room. He ordered down .a second 
line of hose. In the meantime, with a hook 
and ladder, witness, with another man, went 
to the drawingroom, but did not find anyone. 

The Dorset street fire escape was pitched 
to the top floor window, through which the 
men worked a line of hose, as the room was a 
furnace of fire at the time. The hose had to 
be used for three minutes before they could 
‘get into the room. Witness and Fireman 
Markey got in and discovered a youngster of 
about five months old on a bed. They passed 
the child down the escape and it was sent 
away. 


FINDING THE BODIES. 


Witness then went back and found two 
women lying in the centre of the floor and 
another woman and child under the bed. 
Owing to their being so badly burned it was 
necessary to put them into the jump sheet. 

The members of the Brigade were handi- 
capped in working because the floor of the top 
room was almost gone. 

The fire went right up the stairs, struck 
the roof, and burned the top front and top 
back rooms. The other rooms were virtually 
uninjured, except by water. 

To the Coroner—Only two minutes elapsed 
from the time they got the cal] until they 
arrived at the fire. 

The Coroner said that the case was a most 
appalling one. Mr. Ward's evidence made it 
clear that the fire was caused by the squib 
thrown into the shop by a little boy. The fire 
burst out with such intensity that in five 
minutes the whole place was ablaze, and they 
had this lamentable tragedy. 


“ EXTRAORDINARY.” 


He said that he had been making inquiries 
and found that no registration or licence was 
necessary for the sale of paraffin oil in these 
small shops. Anyone could sell it, and it was 
an extraordinary thing that there was no by- 
law to compel these shopkeepers to keep the 
oil in a yard or some other place of safety in 
the event of an outbreak of fire. 

In every case the jury returned a verdict of 
death from misadventure, due to asphyxia 
following extensive burns received in a fire at 
131 Summerhill.

FUTURE WAR HORRORS. 
CREWLESS, POISON-FILLED 
AIR MINES FROM THE AIR. 


From Ove Own CoRRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Monday. 

When the next creat war comes the civilian, 
if wise, will bury himself in the bowels of the 
earth, for that will be the only place to pro- 
vide a chance of safety, and even there poison 
gas will follow him. 
The United States now possesses a horror, 
which, rf used, will soon destroy an enemy 
country. It is described as an air mine, and 
consists of vast tubular containers, laden with 
explosives, or poison gases, and supported in 
the air by metal wings. This will be guided 
long distances by wireless control, and as it 
moves through the air will send back to its 
base a constant stream of automatic signals. 
These, in due cours¢, will indicate where 
the mine has arrived, and by carefully pre- 
pared charts the engineers will be able to 
judge its position to a few yards. Then, by 
the tap of an electric key, the mine can be 
sent to earth on its death-dealing mission. A 
flight of over one hundred miles has already 
been made by this terrible weapon.

Ta.REE MEN MISSING. 

A report reached Galway yesterday to the 
effect that three men, named Andrew Quinn, 
Martin Fahy, and Michael Clanzy, who are 
believed to be natives of Claregalway had 
lost their lives hy drowning in the river at 
Curraghmore Bridge. They were driving a 
trap from Headford on Sunday night, and 
were last seen at Corrandulla about 6,30 
‘m. It is presumed that in crossing the 
bridge, which had*only recently been repaired 
by placing planks across it, the horse 
stumbled and plunged into the river, a depth 
of forty feet. The horse was found yester- 
day morning on the road some distance fur- 
ther on, the assumption being that it swam 
out of the river, breaking the harness. and 
leaving the men in the river. The cashions 
of the trap and the cap of one of the men were 
found in the water; 
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of their development. _ He pointed 
out that drainage schemes were an important 
aspect of the subject, and spoke of the neces- 
sity of co-ordinating schemes for power, 
drainage, and navigation,

feguarding the public interest. 

” The tence i survey should be begun 
at once, as several. years’ observations are 
required to give data of value. 

The lecturer gave an account of hydrometric 
surveys and water power legislation in 
Switzerland, U.S.A., France, and Canada, 
saying that Ireland might profit by the ex- 
perience of other countries. 

Coming to more technical matters, he said 
that rivergauging was the only practical 
method of carrying out the work of a hydro- 
metric survey—the collection of details of the 
volume of water discharged by the rivers, 
and of the variations of this discharge 
throughout the year and from year to year. 

River-gauging required (a) the ‘alibration 
of the gauging station, usually by means of’ 
an electric current meter, involving the 
measurement of the discharge of the river at 
various stages in order to produce a discharge 
curve; and (b) continuous observations of the 
water level at the gauging station. 3 

Since data of the quantities of water avail- 
able were the. essential basis of all estimates 
of water power, it would be best to postpone 
the question of a final inventory of our water 
power resources until the results of a few 
years’ stream-gaugings were available. i 

Mr. G. M. Harris, proposing a vote of 
thanks to Dr. Hogan, said that he thought 
that State control of water-power resources 
was necessary so that developm: t might nt 
be hampered by private interests. It was 
not right that they should approach the de- 
velopment of rivers in Ireland as if this was 
a new country, and as if nothing was known 
of water resources here. 

Mr. J. Chaloner Smith, who seconded the 
vote of thanks, said that that very important 
paper was the first contribution to that In- 
stitute by a graduate of the National Univer- 
sity, and it was a hopeful augury and an in- 
teresting circumstance that the author of the 
paper was a distinguished pupil of their 
President. (Applause.) 

The vote of thanks was 
Messrs. D. O’B. Gill, V. 
Griffith, and passed, 

Dr. Hogan briefly replied. 

The President announced that he had re- 
ceived a letter from Sir John Griffith, 
in which Sir John congratulated the Institute 
on the interest shown by its members in the 
development of Ireland's resources. This 
attitude inspired him with ho for this 
country’s future. He believed that this de- 
pended more on the engineer than on the 
politician, and on the substitution of a con- 
structive policy in place of the present 
destructive madness, and might be sum 
marised in the sentiment—*‘ Work, not talk.”

AN UNOFFICIAL STRIKE.

PRINTING TRADE WAGES IN 
IRELAND. 


The Irish Master Printers’ Association, of 
Dame House, 26 Dame street, Dublin, which 
represents practically all the provincial 
printers and newspaper. owners in Ireland out- 
side Cork, issues a statement itt which it 
points out that under the -national wages 
agreement entered into with the Typographi- 
cal Association, which represents the men, at 
the urgent request of the Typographical Asso- 
ciation a number of increases in wages were 
given to tide. over the war period. 

“These increases,’ it says, “Were nego- 
tiated collectively by the Joint Labour Coun- 
cil of the Master Printers and the Typo- 
graphical Association, and im all cases they 
were loyally carried out by the masters. 

‘For a vear and a half the Irish provincial 
master printers have been seeking to get a 
reduction in wages, in order to enable them 
to carry on their newspaper and printing 
businesses on a remunerative basis. Owing to 
condition’. in the country it has not been 
found possible to achieve the reduction, not- 
withstanding the fact that in England, Scot- 
land, and Wales successive reductions total- 
ling £1 took place. 

‘Last October the Joint Labour. Council 
met, and the masters urged that a reduction 
of 12s. in three cuts should take place. 
The men’s representatives, having considered 
this, the proposed reduction was placed before 
the Executive of the Typographica] Associa- 
tion and sent out for a ballot with a recom- 
mendation to the men that it should be ac- 
cepted, as no other cut had taken place in 
Ireland.

These brought about 
another postponement, but ultimately it was 
resolved, as a way out of the critical position 
that had arisen, and for the sake of preserv- 
ing peace on the basis of the national wages 
agreement, that the first reduction of 5s. 
should take place in the first week in January, 
and that a further meeting of the Joint 
Labour Council should be held: before the 
second reduction, at the end of February, be- 
came due. á 

“This decision was sent out to the members 
of the Typographical Association in Ireland, 
and as a result the men’s Executive notified 
all the branches concerned to accept the cut 
and continue work. This was done all over 
.Ireignd, with the exception of Limerick 
(where the masters have postponed the notices 
for a month) and Kilkenny and Carlow, where 
the men repudiated their Executive and the 
national wages agreement, and have entered 
into an unauthorised strike. 

“The Carlow men have since reconsidered 
their position in the matter, and resumed 
work yesterday on the basis of the national 
wages agreement. Kilkenny is thus the only 
centre where the unofficial strike continues in 
opposition to the direct instructions of the 
men’s. Executive. 

“* Following. conciliation by Mr. M‘Grath, of 
the Ministry of Labour, a reduction of 8s, 6d. 
has already taken place in Dublin job print- 
ing circles, this to stcbilise wages until May, 
when another conference will be held. The 
reduction in the provinces proposes to stabilise 
wages till the end of 1923.”’

BODY RIDDLED WITH BULLETS 

A military inquiry into the shooting of 
Robert Finbarr Tobin, ‘aged 52, at Court- 
house street, Cork, on Friday last, took place 
yesterday, ' ; ee 

Tokin’s widow said that with her husband 
she came from the club of the Legion of ex- 
Soldiers in South Mall, where she met him 
at 9.30 p.m. They walked towards Washing- 
ton street, the usual way home, calling at 4 
fruiterers’ shop, where they were chattiny 
with her sister and others till 10.15 p.m 
Turning into Courthouse street she heard 
frightful banging, and looking round saw 
blinding flashes. Her husband fell, and she 
cried for help, but not a soul in the street 
went back to her assistance. 

Then a crowd gathered, and her husband 
was brought to the Mercy Hospital. HS had 
been in the British Army, and on his dis- 
charge got employment at the Ministry of 
Pensions, Cork. He was there abont 12 
months. Last November he joined the 
National Army, Transport section, but after 
five weeks left, being told that his services 
were not required. So far as she knew there 
was no spleen against her husband, nor had 
he received threatening letters. 

Tobin’s mother, with whom he lived, gave 
evidence to the effect that a man called at 
her house at 6 o'clock looking for him, and 
inquiring when he would be in. 

The medical evidence was that death must 
bave been instantaneous. There were eight 
wounds on the body, six entrance and two 
exit wounds. Two bullets went- through the 
body. Thiers were four bullets in the body, 
and he calculated that six shots had been 
fired Death was ue to shock and 
hemmorhage. A bullet that hit Tobin in the 
back and passed through him was produce:l, 
and an expert witness stated that the nozzle 
of the bullet had beer deliberately cut off, 
so that it was more serious than a dum-dum. 

The Court found according to the’ medical 
evidence, adding a verdict of murder against 
some unknown men. The Court added an 
expression of regret that of the many persons 
who saw the parties committing the outrage 
not one had sufficient sense of civic duty de- 
veloped to come forward and help the au- 
thorities to trace the perpetrators of these 
crimes, who werea menace to the welfare 
even of the most well disposed citizens.

POSITION OF JUVENILES. 

Upwards of 100 boys and about 20 girls at- 
tended at the Courthouse, South William 
street, yesterday for the purpose of making 
application for a renewal of their licences en- 
titling them to trade in the streets for the 
new year, if accordance with the Street Trad- 
ing By-laws. | 

In granting the applications, the President, 
Dr. Myles Keogh, M.P,, stated that his policy 
was to discourage street trading by children 
as much as possible. He strongly advocated 
that the boys should register their names at 
the Labour oxchange, with a view to other 
employment.” Dr. Keogh also dwelt on the 
evil effect of street trading on the morals and 
physique of those engaged in it. The estab- 
lishment of a system of licencing was but a 
method of legalising an evil, and a set of by- 
laws, however vigourously enforced, could at 
best only modify the difficulties of the posi- 
tion. 

Dr. Keogh referred to a communication, 
which he had recently received from the 
Dublin and Provincial Newsagents’ Associa- 
tion, suggesting the prohibition of street 
trading pi to 17 years of age. In this con- 
nection, the President stated that the aboli- 
tion of street trading by persons under 17 
years in Dublin is too far-reaching a proposal 
to be undertaken under present-day condi- 
tions. It would, if carried into effect, prove 
a very great hardship on those families whose 
homes are the poorest and most destitute in 
the city, and which are dependent, for the 
most part, on the scanty earnings of their 
children for a livelihood. 

He added that he was personally opposed 
to persons between 16 and 18 years occupied 
in trading in the streets, and he suggested 
that compulsory powers should be sought 
with a view to abolishing the occupation at 
16 years. At this age, he recommended that 
the State should provide alternative industrial 
work up to 18 years.

ILL-TREATMENT BY ARMED MEN. 


Our Newry Correspondent writes: — At 
Ballybot Quarter Sessions, In Newry, yebter- 
dav, before Judge Green, James Murphy, 4 
middle-aged farmer, of Carrigans, told a 
moving story of his experience ib South 
Armagh early in July last. The sos 
claimed £150 for damage to his house an 
furniture and £1.000 Íor personal injuries on 
the 3rd July, 1922.

He stated that between © cle | 
that evening he was out im a potato field near 
his house, when five or six nen approached 
him from behind and ordered him to put up 
his hands. He asked “ What for : and got 
the reply, “We'll let you know what for, 
and one of the men struck him on the fore- 
head with a revolver, knocking him down. 
When down he was kicked and abused. He 
was then marched through the mountains to 
Dungooley (inside the Louth border), aud as 
he was going he saw two of the men kicking 
his brother, who was dumb, and did not 
know the difference between ld. and l1s., on 

e ground. 
On arrival at Dungooley he was detained a 
captive for eight days, and every night when 
taking his supper he was asked “ií he was 
prepared to die, as the orders were to shoot 
him the next morning.” Instead of being 
shot. however, he was taken to Dundalk, and 
imprisoned. At this time he had a cheque 
for £22 on him. It was taken trom him, and 
he was asked if he would pay £9, and be 
liberated and deported to England “ till the 
war was over.” He wanted to know why he 
should be deported, and was told that “he 
would very soon know 1f he did not do what 
he was told. 

He paid the money, and went to Seacombe, 
Liverpool, where he remained for three weeks, 
and while there he learned that his brother, 
who could not look afte~ himself, had been 
found dead in the house from starvation. 
On his retarn he found the house wrecked 
and four cattle missing. 

Sergeant William Lyness, Crossmaglen, 
said that the brother was found lying dead 
in the house, and his death was medically 
certified as due to exposure and starvation. 

His Honour said that the case was a very 
sad one. and awarded £130, with £4 4s. ex- 
penses, in regard to both cases.

When they had seen 
her off the os they set the building 
alight. The house was completely destroyed. 

While Inchigeela ‘was oceupied by the 
national troops Mra. Downey was very 
friendly with the soldiers, and this is the 
only motive that can be assigned for the 
outrage. Mrs. Downey is a widow, and she 
and her two children are in very poor 
circumstances.

TRADE THRIVING 
AGAIN. 


IMPROVED STATE OF CO, 
KERRY, 


(SECOND ARTICLE.)

The Limerick Command comprises the 
whole of Galway, south of the main Great 
Western Railway line; Clare, Limerick, and 
a large slice of Tipperary; and in this big 
area not a man of the national troops has 
Leen shot for over six weeks. 

It is comforting to revisit this district, 
and to bear on all sides that business °s 
flourishing. Many of the shops have had a 
“ record " season, and the shipping along the 
quays stretches further than for many a year. 

At first, the quietness of the night makes 
the stranger think that curfew is in force, 
but this is not the case, for it was remov 
some time ago. Not a shot is to be heard— 
only from time to time the feet of people re- 
turning from the dances or pictere houses 
that are flourishing. Limerick is, haps, 
the only city that has distinctly gai by t 
war; for much of the trade of Cork has been 
captured since the destruction of the Mallow 
bridge, and the boom has followed on its in- 
creased importance as a! distributing centre. 

Offensive measures, usually in the nature of 
police work, are in full swing, and few ex- 
tremists of any importance are at large in 
the Limerick Command. Nightly the military 
and their police go ont silently, surroand any 
houses where enemies are likely t> be sleep- 
ing, and then make a thorough search. 

i happened to be an eye-witness of one 
such raid. Reports had come in, which 
seemed to suggest that an attempt wes to be 
made to blow up a ccrtain bridge, and a 
patrol of seven men went out to deal with 
any such action. From beginning to end the 
little affair was carried out in the most 
approved style. 

The approach to the threatened t was 

made first through a goods yard, where the 
noise of shunting would cover any sound of 
footsteps. Then, deserting the inviting road, 
the party made their way over a choice selec- 
tion of fields, some of them ankle-d in 
water, and all heavy with wet mud. Nota 
sound broke the stillness, except the inevit- 
able barking of one of those dogs which are 
the bane of all night operations. The spot 
was reached at last, and. the dispositions 
made without a hitch, but no enemy. were 
found to tackle. 
A search of some likely houses next took 
place, again withont any tangible result, and 
the night was finished by patrolling ona or 
two places in the city which still have an un- 
savoury reputation. Such little activities 
have already resulted in the capture of many 
wanted men. 


BORDER RAIDS. 
The only thing that troubles the Limerick 
Command is the difficulty of dealing with 
border areas touching the other Commands, 
where matters ate not so satisfactory. Raids 
from areas outside their control are occasion- 
ally made into the districts where order has 
been restored. 

For example, at Birdhill and in the moun- 
tains which stretch south and west of. that 
lace, Sean Carroll, an extremist leader, who 
sg an adventurous and clean fighter, still con- 
trives to hamper commanications and make 
occasional forays into peaceful villages. 


DEBTS OF THE DUKE 


OF LEINSTER. 


PROPERTY IN IRELAND, 


ABOUT A BONFIRE,

The Duke of Leinster’s affairs were) before 
the London Bankruptcy Court yesterday, 
when Mr. Walter Boyle, the senior Official 
Receiver, presided over the statutory first 
meeting of the creditors under a petition of 
a money lender, dated December 19 last. 
The Chairman, having dealt with the proofs 
of debt, which numbered fifteen and aggre- 
gated £24,757, reported Chat all the proxies 
were in favour of the appointment of Mr. 
F. 8. Salaman as trustee, and the appoint- 
ment would be carried. 

A resolution was also passed for the ad- 
judication of the debtor’s bankruptcy. 

: debtor, continued the Officiael Re- 
ceiver, who had not yet surrendered, was in 
America. 

A cablegram had been received on the 28th 
December from New York, which read:— 
** Returning middle January. Arranging pay- 
ment of all debts in full. Please stay pro- 
ecedings.’’ 

The resolution of the meeting, added the 
Official Receiver, had been the appointment 
of a trastee and a committee of inspection, 
and, in the ordinary course, an application 
would be made to adjudicate the debtor 
bankrupt, and any -application which was 
made for an adjournment would have to be 
made to the Registrar. 

Mr. F. S. Salaman said that he was also 
trustee in the previous bankruptcy, and as 
goon as the adjudication was made in this 
case he should be lodging a proof in accord- 
ance with the Act for about £35,000 for the 
unsatisfied debts in the first bankruptcy. 

He was in the middle of proceedings in 
relation to the proofs of the will of the late 
Duke, in which there was « specific bequest 
to the debtor of furniture ‘in Ireland at, 
being in the nature of after-acquired property, 
would vest in him as trustee in the previous 
bankruptcy. 

He was, in fact, in a state of suspended 
animation until the adjudication was made, 
and it was therefore of importance that the 
adjudication should be made, unless, of 
course, the Duke was really able to pay his 
debts in full, which, in his knowledge of al! 
the circumstances, he very much doubted, 
and unless the Duke could get friends to put 
ap the money, he did not see how the 
creditors were going to be paid. 

The debtor’s reversionary life interest in 
the estate was sold to Sir Harry Mallaby 
Deeley, and was now the property of that 
gentleman. Negotiations had been opened 
with him in the hope that the life interest 
could be re-purchased in euch a way and on 
such terms as would enable funds to be avail- 
able for the payment of the creditors, but 
nothing had yet been arranged. 

For the interest, Sir Harry Mallaby Deeley 
paid £67,500, and undertook to pay £1,000 
a year for ten years, and the Duke had the 
option of redeeming his interest within ten 
years on payment of £400,000. 

With regard to its re-purchase, many diffi- 
culties had to be overcome. 

The‘ Official Receiver—Does 
whole of the Irish estates? 

Mr. Salaman said that with regard to the 
furniture, jn the first place, anybody from 
England attempting to realise the furniture 
would be shot. 

The Official Receiver—Or the furntiure put 
into a heap and burned. 

Mr. Salaman—Yes. In the next place, 
there are certain debts of the late Duke, 
which the trustees and executors are en- 
deavouring to get paid out of the furniture. 
which he was contesting on the ground that 
the debts in question were debts which ought 
to have been paid ont of revenue by the late 
Duke. They were mainly claims for income 
and super-tax, and, if he were not successful 
in his contention, would absorb nearly the 
whole of the value of the furniture.

ROADSIDE AMBUSH. 
THREE NATIONAL SOLDIERS 
WOUNDED. 


Three National soldiers, members of the 
Geashill garrison, six miles from Tullamore, 
were wounded—one seriously—in an ambush 
near the village of Geashill, when they were 
going to attend Mass at Raheen, on Sunday. 
The soldiers, who were armed, were going 
along the road, when fire was opened on 
them by men under cover on both sides of the 
road.

Foodstufis had to be carted to Killarney for 
months, under exceptionally trying difficulties, 
over torn-up roads and broken bridges, with 
the additional danger of frequent hoiding up, 
seizure, and looting. No mails or newspapers 
had reached Killarney for months. . : 

A prominent Killarney citizens arrived in 
Tralee yesterday morning by motor car, the 
first which had ventured over that route since 
last July. ‘‘I am buying, you see,” he seid, 
holding up a bundl- of blin and Cork 
papers. ‘We shall have a luxury feed of 
news when I get back.” He knew nothing of 
the resumed train service, and when told cf it 
thanked God. 

Our Killarney Correspondent says that jes- 
terday two trains were run from ween 
Tralee and Killarney. The first left Tralee 
at 830 and the second at 12.15. Twelve 
passengers availed themselves of the first tvain 
from Killarney, at 10 o'clock. Several 
waggons of goods arrived in the second ‘rain. 
Eighty bags of mails were railed from Tralee 
to Killarney, Full postal and telegraph ser- 
vices are restored.

THREE SITES SELECTED. 

Mr. Bartholomew O’Connor, Chairman, pre- 
sided yesterday at a meeting of the Pembroke 
Urban District Council, at which a scheme for 
the erection of 120 houses was discussed.

In the commands which I visited the general 
discipline of the troops showed a distinct im- 
provement, and the troops, which were al- 
ways so kindly and conrteous, have now 
added to their virtues the qualities of control 
and determination.

MUNICIPAL PENSIONS. 


DUBLIN SPENDS MORE THAN 
GLASGOW. 


At yesterday's meeting of the Dublin Cor- 
a Mr. M. J. Moran proposed, and Mr. 
jrohoon secunded, the reconfirmation of the 
report of the Finance and General Purposes 
Committee recommending the superannuation 
of 13 employés of the Clegnsing Department. 

Alderman Hubbard Chack said that he 

wished to point out that they were going to 
pension off no less than 34 men belonging to 
one office, representing in the aggregate pen- 
sions of £5, 
He had tried to get information as to the 
total commitments for pensions made by that 
Council, but no ope seemed to have the 
foggiest idea of the amount. He knew of no 
other municipality which paid so much to its 
pensioned officers or to those incapacitated 
from work. 

Glasgow, with a population of over a 
million, and with a total number of 20,382 
employés in its different offices—4,000 of 
whom were Irishmen—had four times the in- 
come of Dublin and paid out only £46,500 
in pensions. In Dublin they had already 
reached that sum. That Council since it 
came into office had paid £5,000 in pensions 
in addition to the sums previously voted. 

The Council was going from bad to 
worse, and if the Local (:overnment Depart- 
ment did not do something to prevent this 
excessive expenditure the outlook for the rate- 
payers would be most discouraging. He sug- 
gested that the Government should lose no 
time in appointing a Commissioner to inquire 
into the question of pensions in the Corpora- 
tion. 

He had tried to get the Finance Committee 
to hold its hands before. voting the full 
two-thirds of salary of each officer and 
employé, but apparently they seem to think 
that the inferior worker is entitled to be 
given the two-thirds allowance as well as the 
best worker. He proposed that the report 
be sent back. : 

Mr. P. T. Daly—This amendment cannot 
be received, as the report has already been 
confirmed. 

The Law Agent stated that the report could 
be sent back, as it required two confirmations. 

Mr. M‘Carthy seconded the amendment, 
which was defeated, and the report was 
passed.

The Greek 
Catholic ritual was gone through in public 
equares, with Marxian epigrams and street 
slang, scores sticking out their tongues and 
crossing themselves mockingly. Whiskered 
“Hebrew Rabbis’’ jestingly sang prayers;

Finally, Moscow's Christmas anti-religion 
demonstration reached a climax, when a 
figure called “ Almighty God ” was burned 
in a bonfire, while hundreds warmed their 
hands in the bitter cold night and danced 
joyous Russian folk dances. 

A procession numbering several thousand, 
chiefly boys and girls and young mem from 
Lniversities, the majority of whose fathers 
are pious Greek Catholics, carried a hundred 
effigies of the leaders of the world’s religious— 
Jesus and Mbses, Budda and Confucius, 
Mohammed, Osiris, St. Gabriel, St. George, 
and Abraham and the Virgin Mary. 

They took the effigies through the main 
streets to the Red square, outside the Krem- 
Here they had to pass Russia’s most 
sacred shrine. the shrine of the Iberian 
Virgin.

Armed men on Sunday night set fire to 
Castlehackett House, County Galway, the 
residence of Colonel Bernard and burned 
it to the ground.

The party of 
which they were members was fired on 
from both sides of the road, but beat off 
the attack.

OFFICIAL REPORTS. 


COLUMN CAPTURED, 


ARMS AND AMMUNITION. 


_ The National Army headquarters last night 
issued the following official report :— 

“Troops operating in the Ist Eastern 
Division made an important capture yester- 
day morning, when a column of irregulars, 
numbering 28, were taken in a house at 
Glenidan, near Oldcastle, Co. Meath. The 
prisoners were found in possession of the 
folk wing war materials, all of which were 
taken :—10 rifles, 2 revolvers, 2 bicycles, and 
quantities of rifle and revolver ammunition. 
-“ An irregular leader named Hilliard, cf 
Navan, who had escaped from detention, was 
recaptured by troops from Kells, at 
Moynalty. i ' 

“In Castlerea area an irregular named 
Burke was taken prisoner. He was found to 
be in possession of a revolver and ammuni- 
tion. Irregulars sniping at Tubercurry Bar- 
rack on Saturday night were driven off and 
pursued by troops, when an irregular named 
Thomas Scanlon was captured. A still was 
located in a house in the course of a subse- 
quent search, together with several gallons cf 
pres. The spirit and still were destroyed 
y the troops.” 


COUNTY GALWAY. | 

MANSION DESTROYED. 

RAIDED AND FIRED BY ARMED 
MEN. 


Castlehackett House, a building upwards of 
three hundred years old, and one of the finest 
mansions in the West of Ireland, was burned 
to the ground by armed men on Thursday 
night. At about ten o'clock some thirty men 
sarrcunded the house, and called upon the 
caretaker to open the front door. His wife 
opened the door, and a man, who was 
evidently one of the leaders, went in and 
told the caretaker and his wife to clear out 
and take refuge in the steward’s house. They 
were allowed to remove some of their cloth. 
ing and articles of furniture. The armed 
men said that they we-e very sorry for dis- 
turbing them, but That they had orders which 
om had to carry out. 

he reason given for the burning of the 
house was that they expected the national 
Army to occupy it. The raiders alse said 
that they had no ill-feeling towards Colonel 
Bernard, the owner, as he was a good man to 
the people in the locality. 
‘Numerous tins of peirol and oil were 
brought into the house, and fires were lighted 
on each floor, beginning with the top one. 
The library, the ballroom, and the valuable 
family oil paintings were destroyed. 


Colonel Bernard. who served through the 
European war, frequently visitéd Castle- 
hackett. He is now in Constantinople. 


. The house has been raided more than a 
dozen times within the past six years. Occa- 
sionaliy armed men lived there, undisturbed 
for many days and nights. 

Several attempts had been made by raiders 
to break open the strong room, where valu- 
able silver and wines were believed to be 
stored. Armed men last August placed the 
explosives in the wall above the strong-room 
and wrecked it. 

The damage is estimated at about £80,000. 


KING'S COUNTY. 


SOADSIDE AMBUSH, 
THREE NATIONAL SOLDIERS 
WOUNDED. 

Three National soldiers, members of the 
Geashill garrison, six miles from Tallamore, 
were wounded—one seriously—in an ambush 
near the village of Geashill, when they were 
going to attend Mass at Raheen, on Sunday. 
The soldiers, who were armed, were going 
along the road, when fire was opened on 
them by men under cover on both sides of the 
road. The soldiers replied, and the shoot- 
ing lasted about half-an-hour, the attackers 

being driven off. 

An empty motor car was afterwards dis- 
covered at the spot. 

The three wounded soldiers were taken to 
Tullamore County Hospital. In the case of 
one the bullet entered his shoulder behind, 
and passed out at a point in the region of 
the heart, but the heart was not touched. 
Another soldier had a wound in the leg. 

Rev. Father Seale, C.C., Killeigh, was 
caught in the ambush. He had celebrated 
Mass at Ballingar, and was going to Raheen 
to say Mass there. 

The wounded soldiers have been transferred 
to the Currach Military Hospital.

FIRST TRAIN FOR MONTHS. 


The train service between Tralee and 
Killarney was resumed yesterday after the 
lapse ot several months.

DIVED FROM KINGSTOWN 
LIGHTHOUSE. 


At yesterday's meeting of the Dublin Cor- 
poration, the Chairman, Alderman Byrne, pre- 
sented the bronze medal aud certificate of the 
Royal Humane Society to John O'Brien, 
pie light-keeper at the East Pier Light- 

ouse, Kingstown, for having, on the Ist Octo- 
ber last, rescued Assistant Light Keeper Healy 
from drowning at Kingstown Harbour. 

Captain McCombie, the mens - the 
Society, described the circumstances Under 
which the rescue was effected, and said that 
but for O’Brien’s bravery Healy would have 
lost. his life. 

He added that, as representative of the 
Humane Society, he had always been a man 
of peace, and urged that every citizen, young 
and old, should a qualified to save life, and 
that life-saving should be taught in the schools. 
The Society offered a silver medallion every 
year to every large school for swimming in 
connection with life-saving. The only school 
which could be got to co-operate in these com- 
petitions was the Royal Hibernian Military 
School, which now no longer existed. 

He trusted that the matter would be taken 
up by the schools generally in Dublin. Dur- 
ing his long connection with the Society he 
had frequently observed that where there was 
a crowd of fifty or one hundred people there 
had been only one man able to save life. 

The Chairman pinned‘ the medal to Mr. 
O’Brien’s breast amid applause, and said that 
not only was the night dark when the rescue 
was effected, but Mr. O’Brien plunged into 
a rough sea from the rampart of the light- 
house, some forty feet above the water. 

Mr. O’Brien briefly returned thanks.

THREE SITES SELECTED. 

Mr. Bartholomew O’Connor, Chairman, pre- 
sided yesterday at a meeting of the Pembroke 
Urban District Council, at which a scheme for 
the erection of 120 houses was discussed. 

The Committee which formulated the scheme 
recommended that a number of the houses— 
to be decided later—should consist of three 
rooms, four rooms, and fivé rooms, As to sites, 
the Committee suggested that 34 houses should 
be built in Ringsend Park, 26 in Bath avenue, 
and 60 houses off Sandymount avenne.

MAY BECOME A NATIONAL 
DISPUTE. 


An official of the Distributive Workers’ 
Union informed a Press representative yester- 
day that the employés of Messrs. Field, Ltd., 
soap and candle manufacturers, of Lambeth, 
London, who struck on Saturday as a protest 
against a reduction of wages, had not re- 
turned to work. 

“This may become a national matter,” he 
said. ‘ The decision of the employers’ side 
of the Industrial Council for the soap and 
candle trade was a national one. The intention 
was to impose the reduction generally this 
week. The workers’ representatives have not 
agreed to it—in fact, the last three reductions 
have been imposed without agreement.” 

“There is a possibility that the employés 
of other big firms, not only in London, but 
in the provinces, will also take strike action. 
Everything depends on the attitude of the 
employers. We do not yet know whether 
other firms will make the reduction.”

The Limerick Command comprises the 
whole of Galway, south of the main Great 
Western Railway tine; Clare, Limerick, and 
a large slice of Tipperary; and in this big 
aiea not a man of the national troops has 
Leen shot for over six weeks. 

It is comforting to revisit this district, 
and to bear on all sides that business :s 
flourishing. Many of the shops have had a 
“record season, and the shipping along the | 
quays stretches further than for many a year. 
At first, the quietmess of the night makes 
the stranger think tbat curfew is in force, 
but this is not the case, for it was removed 
some time ago. Not a shot is to be heard— 
only from time to time the feet of people re- 


turning from the dances or pictere houses 
that are flourishing. Limerick is, haps, 
the only city that has distinctly gai by the 


war; for much of the trade of Cork has been 
captured since the destraction of the Mallow 
bridge, and the boom has followed on its in- 
creased importance as a distributing centre. 
Offensive measures, usually in the nature of 
police work, are in full swing, and few ex- 
tremists of any importance are at large im 
the Limerick Command. Nightly the military 
and their police go ont silently, surround any 
houses where enemies are likely t> be sleep- 
ing, and then make a thorough search. 
happened to be an eye-witness of one 
such raid. Reports had come in, which 
seemed to suggest that an attempt was to be 
made to blow up a ccrtain bridge, and a 
patrol of seven men went out to deal with 
any such action. From beginning to end the 
little affair was carried out in the most 
approved style. 
The approach to the threatened t was 
made first through a pow yard, where the 
noise of shunting would cover any sound of 
footsteps. Then, deserting the inviting road, 
the party made their way over a choice selec- 
tion of fields, some of them ankle-d in 
water, and all heavy with wet mud. Notila 
sound broke the stillness, except the inevit- 
able barking of one of those dogs which are 
the bane of all night operations. The spot 
was reached at fast, and the dispositions 
made without a hitch, but no enemy were 
found to tackle. 
A search of some likely houses next took 
place, again without any tangible result, and 
the night was finished by patrolling one or 
two places in the city which still have an un- 
savoury reputation. Such little activities 
have already resulted in the capture of many 
wanted men. 


BORDER RAIDS. 

The only thing that troubles the Limerick 
Command is the difficulty of dealing with 
border areas touching the other Commands, 
where matters ate not so satisfactory. Raids 
from areas outside their control are occasion- 
ally made into the districts where order has 
been restored. 
For example, at Birdhill and in the moun- 
tains which stretch south and west of that 
lace, Sean Carroll, an extremist leader, who 
s an adventurous and clean fighter, still con- 
trives to hamper commanications and make 
occasional forays into peaceful villages. 
Gabway, north of the railway line, ie also 
distarbed, and ides anxious momente for 
the garrisons who have to watch the border. 
Worst of all are the mountain-guarded valleys 
which stretch from Mitchelstown to Cahir and 
Cloheef, and from Fermoy to Lismore and 

min. They remain & fastness . from 
which raters can sally forth to attack neigh- 
bonring garrisons. ; j 

From Linrerick to Tralee (and on to Castle 
island, if you wish) the journey can now be 
made by train—a slow train, it is true, but 
one that hae been little hampered. Every 
station recalls the names of fights—Patricks- 
well, which the extremists took in their 
counter-attack in the first days of August; 
Adare, Rathkeale, and Newcastle West, cap- 
tured by the national! troops in their counter- 
riposte a few days later; Listowel, the scene 
+ sensed exploits by General Michael Hogan ; 
Lixnaw and Abbeydorney, which have cause 
to remember his fiying column of the ist 
Western Division. 

To-day they are all quiet: the toads joining 

them are still villainous, but not blocked or 
infested with ambushers. 
When I arrived at Tralee, Brigadier Daly 
had just taken over the Kerry Command from 
General Murphy. His task is a comparatively 
easy one, for the resistance is broken. It can- 
not be said, however, that everything is abso- 
lately peaceful, for in the Dingle insola 
and round Ballymacelligot a few of the enemy 
are stil] at large and active. 

The Cork boundary presents the difficulty 
which has already been noted as characteristic 
of border areas. With there exceptions, how 
ever, there is nothing of which to complain. 
The condition of the troops seems to be excel- 
lent, and in the barracks at Tralee the long- 
contemplated improvements are being carried 
ost. Even the food convoy to Killarney, 
which used to be attacked at least once on 
the journev. and often two or three times, 
has been free from molestation for over a 


month. 
JOURNEY’S END. 

So ends our pilgrimage which has brought 
into prominence the essential fact of the pre- 
sent military situation. Wherever thoroughly 
keen and competent officers are in the higher 
command they can enforce the efficiency of 
their subordinates, and can restore order to 
the area over which they have control. 

In the commands which I visited the general 
discipline of the troops showed a distinct im: 
provement, and the troops, which were al- 
ways so kindly and conrteous, have now 
added to their virtues the qualities of control 
and determination.

The debtor, continued the Officiael Re- 
ceiver, who had not yet surrendered, was in 
America. 

A cablegram had been received on the 28th 
December from New York, which read:— 
‘Returning middle January. Arranging pay- 
ment of all debts in full. Please stay pro- 
ecedings."’ 

The resolution of the meeting, added the 
Official Receiver, had been the appointment 
of a trustee and a committee of inspection, 
and, in the ordinary course, an application 
would be made to adjudicate the debtor 
bankrupt, and any application which was 
made for an adjournment would have to be 
made to the Registrar. 

Mr. F. S. Salaman said that he was also 
trustee in the previous bankruptcy, and as 
soon as the adjudication was made in this 
case he shonid be lodging a proof in accord. 
ance with the Act for about £35,000 for the 
unsatisfied debts in the first bankruptcy. 

He was in the middle of proceedings in 
relation to the proofs of the will of the late 
Duke, in which there was a apecific bequest 
to the debtor of furniture in Ireland at, 
being in the nature of after-acquired property, 
would vest in him as trustee in the previous 
bankruptcy. 

He was, in fact, in a state of suspended 
animation until the adjudication was made, 
and it was therefore of importance that the 
adjudication should be made, unless, of 
course, the Duke was really able to pay his 
debts in full, which, in his knowledge of al! 
the circumstances, he very much donbted, 
and unless the Duke could get friends to pnt 
ap the money, he did not see how the 
creditors were going to be paid. 

The debtor’s reversionary life interest in 
the estate was sold to Sir Harry Mallaby 
Deeley, and was now the property of that 
gentleman. Negotiations had been opened 
with him in the hope that the life interest 
could be re-purchased in euch a way and on 
such terms as would enable funds to be avail- 
able for the payment of the creditors, but 
nothing had yet been arranged. 

For the interest, Sir Harry Mallaby Deeley 
paid £67,500, and undertook to pay £1,000 
a year for ten years, and the Duke had the 
option of redeeming his interest within ten 
years on payment of £400,000. 

With regard to its re-purchase, many diffi- 
culties had to be overcome. 
The Official Receiver—Does 
whole of the Irish estates ? 
Mr. Salaman said that with regard to the 
furniture, in the first place, anybody from 
England attempting to realise the furniture 
would be shot. 

The Official Receiver—Or. the furntiure put 
into a heap and burned 

Mr. Salaman— Yes. In the next place, 
there are certain debts of the late Duke, 
which the trustees and executors are en- 
deavouring to get paid out of the furniture, 
which he was contesting on the ground that 
the debts in question were debts which ought 
to have been paid out of revenue by the late 
Duke. They were mainly claims for income 
and super-tax, and, if he were not successfu! 
in his contention, would absorb nearlv the 
whole of the value of the farniture.

MUNICIPAL PENSIONS. 


DUBLIN SPENDS MORE THAN 


GLASGOW. 
At yesterday's meeting of the Dublin Cor- 
ration Mr. M. J. Moran proposed, and Mr. 


$rohoon secunded, the reconfirmation of the 
report of the Finance and General Purposes 


Committee recommending the superannuation 
of 13 employés of the Cleansing Department. 
Alderman Hubbard Clark said that he 


wished to point out that they were going to 
pension off no less than 34 men belonging to 
one office, representing in the aggregate pen- 
sions of £5,000 

He had tried to get information as to the 
total commitments for pensions made by that 
Council, but no one seemed to have the 
foggiest idea of the amount. He knew of no 
other municipality which paid so much to its 
pensioned officérs or to those. incapacitated 
from work. 

Glasgow, with a population of over a 
million, and with a total number of 20,382 
employés in its different offices—4,000 of 
whom were Irishmen—had four times the in- 
come of Dublin and. paid out only £46,500 
in pensions. In Dublin they had ‘already 
reached that sum. That Council since it 
came into office had paid £5,000 in pensions 
in addition to the sums previously voted. 
The Council was going from bad to 
worse, and if the Local (overnment Depart- 
ment did not do someth ig to prevent this 
excessive expenditure the outlook for the rate- 
payers would be most discouraging. He sug- 
gested that the Government should lose no 
‘time in appointing a Commissioner to inquire 
into the question of pensions in the Corpora- 
tion. 

He had tried to get the Finance Committee 
to hold its hands before voting the fuil 
two-thirds of salary of each officer and 
employé, but apparently they seem to think 
that the inferior worker is entitled to be 
given the two-thirds allowance as well as the 
best worker. He proposed that the report 
be sent back. 

Mr. P. T. Daly—This amendment cannot 
be received, as the report has already been 
confirmed. 

The Law Agent. stated that the report could 
be sent back, as it required two confirmations. 
Mr. M‘Carthy seconded the amendment, 
which was defeated, and the report was 
passed.
